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U.S. WAR CONFERENCE 


DELEGATES IN LONDON 


Departure From America Kept Carefully Guard- 


ed Secret—Go to Perfect Complete Coordi- 
nation Between Allies to Attain Greatest 
Efficiency in Military and Naval Operations 
and Financial, Commercial and Economic 
Phases. 


MISSION HEADED BY COLONEL HOUSE 


"Washington, D. C., Nov. 7.—The arrival at a British port of the 


American commissioners to the allied war conference headed by Col. 
E. M. House, was announced late today by the state department. 


Members of the mission are Admiral 'William S. Benson, chief of 


aaval operations; General Pasker 1L Bliss, chief of the army staff; 
Dscar T. Crosby, assistant secretary of the treasury; Vance McCor- 
•na«k chairman of the war trades board; Bainbridge Colby, of the 
•hipping board; Dr. Alonzo E. Taylor of the food administration; 
^nd Gordon Auehincloss, secretary. 


In making the announcement Secretary Lansing said the confer- 


ence -would be essentially a war conference with the object'of perfect- 
ing a more complete co-ordination of the activities of the allied na- 
tions in order to attain the highest efficiency. This is the American 
government's first definite annotinceinent of the purposes of the meet- 
ing. 
Departure Kept Secret. 


Even the fact that the Americans 


;o participate in the conference had 
been named had heen a carefully 
guarded 
secret 
until 
they 
were

"There will undoubtedly be an ef- 


fort to avoid any conflict of interest 
among the participants, and there is 
ivsry reason to anticipate that the re- 
'ult will bo fuller 
co-operation

consequently a much higher efficiency 


and a more vigorous prosecution of 
the war. 


Use Resources Most Effectively. 
"The United States, in the employ- 


ment of its man power and material 
resources, desires to use them to the 
greatest advantage against Germany. 
It has been no easy problem to deter- 
mine how they can be used most ef- 
fectively since the independent pre- 
sentation of requirements by the allied 
governments have been more or less 
conflicting on account of each; gov- 
ernment's appreciation 
of its own 


wants which are naturally given great- 
er importance than the wants of other 
governments. 
By a geneial survey of 


the whole situation and a free discus- 
sion of the needs of all at the ap- 
proaching conference will undoubted- 
ly be. able to give the demands of the 
several governments their true per- 
spective and proper place in the gen- 
eral plans for the conduct of the war. 


Give All to Win War. 


_ "Though the resources of this coun- 
try aTe vasi and though there is every 
purpose to devote them all, if need be, 
to winning the war, they are not with- 
out ilimit. 
But even 
if 
they were 


greater, they should all be used to the 
highest advantage in attaining the su- 
preme object for which we are fight- 
ing. This can only be done by a full 
and frank discussion of the plans and 
needs 01 iV? various belligerents. 
It 


is the earnest wish of this government 
to employ Its military and naval forces 
and its resources and energy where 
they will give the greatest return in 
advancing the common cause. 
The 


exchange of views which will take 
place at the conference and the con- 
clusion which will be reached, will be 
of the highest value 
in 
preventing 


waste of energy^ and in bringing into 
harmony the activities of the nations 
Vihich. have heen unavoidably acting in 
a measure independently. 


"In looking forward to the assem- 


bling of the conference, it cannot be 
too strongly emphasized that it is a 
war conference and nothing else, de- 
voted to devising ways and means to 
intensify the efforts of the belligerents 
against Germany by complete co-op- 
eration un,der a general plan, and thus 
bring the conflict to a speedy and sat- 
isfactory conclusion."

Welsh came to the United States 
aboard a steamship which arrived 
here Sunday, having shipped as a 
member of its crew. 


The letter which Welsh sought to 


destroy when taken into custody at 
the ship here has been pieced together 
and federal authorities say it con- 
tains valuable information relative to 
Sinn Fein activities both in Ireland 
and the United States. According to 
William J. Flynn, chief of the secret 
service, the communication mentioned 
"General" Lima Mellovves, Sinn Fein 
leader who was arrested in this city 
October 20, and Patrick McCarton, an 
associate of Jtcllowes, who was taken 
off a ship at Halifax, Nova Scotia, at 
about tho same time.

The retreat is 
declared by the Italian war office to be an orderly one, with the rear 
guard on both fighting fronts holding bai-k the enemy and with air- 
planes also playing an important part in harrassing the invaders, de- 
stroying bridges that have been thrown over the Tngliamento anc1 
bombing troops trying to cross the stream.

Prtpared for HI» Work.

!Th« conditions were different—much 
of the work was done within range of 
the enemy's gons. XJniike roost of us,

"Here -we were instructed to make 


sufficient dugouts to shelter the whole 
of the company In the event of the 
enemy's shell lire. When the forma- 
tion took us nearly to Tpres the shell 
fire began to set very dangerous. The 
shells usunliy cume ovcr'just after we 
hud a visit from enemy aircraft." 


In the month of Anjrcst there was 


another move, "and here for a little 
while we were occupied with route 
marches nnd dully drills and other odd 
jobs. Then wo were taken jut to cer- 
tain points by motor lorries every 
morning to construct a light railway 
near a village, the buildings and eot- 
tnges of \vhicli_ were a mass of ruins 
by the enemy .shells. Our platoon com- 
menced the construction of this line 
nnd were exposed to shell fire every 
day. This line was completed about 
three weeks after our arrival. 


Reached by Shell Fire. 


"Our job was situated in a spot 


where people were living within a mile 
of the trenches. I do not think thai 
I have Been dwelling houses occupied 
so.near the firing line as at that point 
Both platoons were subjected to rifle 
and shell fire at Intervals. On one or 
two occasions we had to abandon work 
and go back to the train. Oar duties 
in this locality were particularly dan- 
gerous, owing to the fact that we were 
practically surrounded by batteries of 
our own artillery and tho enemy's 
guns, assisted by his aircraft, were 
cd'ntlnunlly sending over shells to put 
these batteries out of action. During 
tho months we were there our officers, 
Captain 
and Lieutenant 


carried out their duties in a very 
praiseworthy manner and were very 
keen on the welfare of tho men." 


Sapper Blank then records a narrow 


escape on the lust dny of this job. "It 
wna about the nearest shave I ever ex- 
'perlenced In France. The enemy sent 
over five or six six-Inch shrapnel shells 
two of which burst about five yards 
above my head. I was seated with six 
others, having lunch. The shells came 
over in quick succession all around 
us and we considered ourselves very 
lucky when we gathered our wits to- 
gether and found that none of us was 
any the worse for it." 


More work In different places Is do 


scribed In detail, which brings the 
dlury up to Christmas, 1016. 


"Tho officers of the company did 


their best to make Christmas as plens- 
unt us possible for us and tho occu- 
pants of onch living van were provided 
with an equal share of good things by 
their generosity." The captain made a 
Christmas speech to the men nnd the 
diarist records that he said, 
"This 


cotnpauy has been Indented for a much 
bigger job than 
. It Is a distinct 


compliment to tho company, and I have 
no doubt that you will al! do yonr best 
to carry out the work ia tho appointed 
time." 


Then there follows n description of 


the town where the "bigger Job" Is to 
take plnce. Tho supper tells us about 
the old buildings here. "On New 
Year's day we started to work nnd we 
were Informed by the cnp.tnln that 
p:\rt of the constrnotlcm was to bo 
ready lu two months," The work was 
finished in record time, though the lat- 
ter part of the job wns hindered by 
Hoods.

One of the most fascinating ro- 


mances of iiUlro.id engineering is the 
building of the great Murmar railroad, 
from I'etrograd to Kola bay, Russia's 
Ice free port. Built by torchlight la 
the durlmess of Arctic winter, parts 
of It were three times lost when warm 
winds turned the frozen tundras on 
which Jt was laid Into bottomless 
morasses of mud and water. 


The railroad is 930 miles long and 


part of it Is a three-track line. The 
Russians learned from the paralysis 
of the Trans-Siberian line that a one- 
track road is almost useless -when 
called on for express service. 
Two 


tracks are used for loaded cars going 
away from Kola. The third track is 
for empties coming back. 


Hundreds of Laborers Died. 


Three races, Eusslans, 
Austrians 


nnd Mongols, helped build the line. 
Hundreds, if not thousands, died from 
cold, hunger and disease, but now the 
line Is through to stay, and Its three 
tracks are taking every day 200 car- 
loads from the mountains of supplies 
that have accumulated while the road 
was in the process of construction. 


First, Russians were emoloyed as 


railroad builders. They had tl>e easiest 
part of the line to build, before It 
reached the tundras. Then they were 
all called away to the front and Aus- 
trian prisoners were sent to take their 
places. 


The prisoners were guarded by regi 


ments of half-wild Tartars and Mon- 
gols. Neither the Austrians nor their 
guards knew anything about railroad 
building, and there were so few ex- 
perts in the region that it was impos- 
sible for them to oversee the work 
properly. The Austrians laid the ties 
on ice and frozen ground; and one 
construction train got through to Kola 
bay. Then a thaw came and the train 
could not get back. 
There was no 


track. 
Great stretches of rails had 


disappeared. 


American Methods Won. 


The Austrians were set to 
work 


again, better supervised this time, and 
they had at least a semblance of road- 
bed when the rails met south of Kola. 
But the ballast had been laid again 
by torchlight, and when a thaw came 
much of it slumped beneath the tracks. 
After that the Russians took a leaf 
from the history of the great Ameri- 
can transcontinental railroads. They 
herded the Austrians back to , the 
prison camps and brought acrossUhe 
Trans-Siberian rail- id thousands 
Chinese coolies and Mongols to take 
their places.

This was not effect- 
ual, however, as during the winter the 
fish in the lakes were still further de- 
pleted by the tip up fishermen so that 
during the summer and fall no one has 
been able, to have any sport trolling ana 
the fish are very limited in number. 


Owners of camps and the residents 


about the lake believe that the fish- 
ing In the lake should be preserved 
and that a few should not be permitted 
to clean it out of the pickerel and this 
step is being taken to protect it Is 
hoped that all Interested In the pro- 
ject will be present to favor. It is 
understood that the ofLeera of the 
Fish, Game and Gun club are in favor 
of the move and will be present to urge 
favorable action by the commission. 


WOMEN \VILti HAVTE A VOTE 


Should City IiOcal Option Propositions 


Be Submitted in April. 


The recently enfranchised \romen of 


the state will be permitted to vote at 
city local option elections next April, 
but they cannot legally sign petitions 
requesting such elections, according to 
ii-fonnal opinions of state excise and 
legal department officials. 


The constitution 
provides that a 


constitutional amendment ratified by 
the voters shall become effective on 
the first of the year following the rat- 
ification. This would confer the excise 
suffrage privilege on women. However, 
the Hill-Wheeler city local option law, 
under which the "wet" and "dry" 
elections may be held next April in 
cities outside of New York, provides 
that such elections may he called only 
upon petitions signed by 25 per cent 
ol the registered voters. 


There is at least one chance that Hie 


women may vote on the 
petitions. 


State 'Woman's party representatives 
here said there V7as~a strong probabil- 
ity that the women would ask state 
authorities to designate a special reg- 
istration day on which women could 
register so as to be able to sign local 
option petitions.

COMPROMISE URGED 


State Oominlwtooer AdHae* Adftttt- 


mem of IHffereucen on (iu Situa- 
tion In CUjr.—Negotiations Opened 
by Company. 


"When attorneys for th* Oneonta 


Light and Power company, alter *«rv. 
ing noUc«s upon Mayor Ceperley of 
Intention to move yesterday before 
Public Service Commissioner Irvine for 
a postponement of the date at the 
opening of the hearing upon the com- 
plaint of Mayor Cepedley. a8 to the 
servica charge of fifty cents to gas 
patrons in this city, approached Mr. 
Irvine relative to a convenient time for 
hearing the application for a post- 
ponement ot the time of the hearing 
they were advised by the commissioner 
to seek a compromise with the city and 
patrons aa has been done in Norwich 
and Cortland. Acting upon the sug- 
gestion of Mr. Irviae the representa- 
tives of the company and their local 
attorneys, Messrs. Thompson & Van- 
Woert, had a conference with Mayor 
Ceperley. Chairman Lauren of the fin- 
ance committee, Chairman Bolton of 
the law committee of the common 
council and City Attorney Becker, yes- 
terday afternoon, at -which the faub- 
ject was discussed and both sides ex- 
pressed their attitude with not definite 
proposal made. 


Mr. Smith of New York, represent- 


ing the company, said that it had been 
brought face to face with a deficit 
owing to the increased cost ol pro- 
ducing gas and that it had sought to 
have its patrons bear only a share 
of this Increased cost and for a 
limited time only or until normal con- 
ditions or more nearly normal condi- 
tions prevail. It has considered the 
service charge most equitable for all 
concerned, the expense of provdlng the 
service, reading the meters and col- 
lecting the accounts being about the 
same for both small and large users. 
He further said that the company only 
asks the patrons to bear a part of this 
added burden and is not particular at 
all in -what manner the added revenue 
is secured. 
He said he was confident 


that the company could show such 
loss resulting from the increased cost 
of production that the 
commission 


would grant It an increase, the ques-' 
tion being how this should be col- 
lected. The company stands ready he 
said .-to either reduce the service 
charge to a lesser amount, combined 
with an increased cost for the fuel 
with a graduated price according to 
the volume of consumption or a flat 
increase in rates for the time being 
with no service charge and no increase 
in the minimum, charge monthly. 


Mayor Ceperley stated that the city 


coijld not refuse to entertain the pro- 
posal for a compromise, It having the 
sanction of the state commission. He 
expressed a conviction that the ser- 
vice charge is not fair to the small 
consumer and that some Increases in 
the flat rate woulde be more accept- 
able to the patrons. He said that 
the city is preparing to go forward 
with the hearing and the only assur- 
ance he could give was""that any com- 
promise proposal the company sees 
fit to make will he considered. 


When Commissioner Irvine was in- 


formed of the situation he advised that 
the city officials ascertain what the 
increased costs o£ the company are, 
which can be-done without any ex- 
pense as its reports are sworn to at 
regular intervals and filed with the 
commission and that then they con- 
sider the proposal of the company and 
endeavor to affect a compromise. He 
accordingly announced that the hear- 
ing would be postponed until Nov. 
23 to permit consideration of the pro- 
posal the company will have ready to 
submit shortly. Attorney Becker and 
Messrs. Lauren and Bolton, represent- 
ing the council, will be given full 
access at once to the books and rec- 
ords of the company for the past two 
years to ascertain the increased costs 
the company is compelled xto meet.

ROAD WAS ELUSIVE 


Three Times a Thaw Permitted 


Russian Railroad to Sink 


Out of Sight. 


WAS BUILT BY TORCHLIGHT 


Parts of It V/ere Lost Three Times 


When Warm W.nds Turned Frozen 


Tundras on Which It Was Laid 


Into Bottomless Morasses. 


One of the most fascinating ro- 


mances of railroad engineering is the 
building of the gieat Murmur railroad, 
from PetrOe'rad to Kola baj, Russia's 
Ice free port 
Uuilc by torchllgLt in 


the d likings of Arctic winter, parts 
of It were three times lost when warm 
winds turned the fro/en tundras on 
which it was laid into 
bottomless 


morasses of mud and water. 


The railroad is 930 miics long and 


part of it is a three track line. The 
Ilussians learned from the puralvsis 
of the Trans Siberian line that a one- 
track road Is almost useless when 
called on for express ser\ice 
Two 


tracks are used for loaded cars going 
away from Kola. The third track is 
for empties coming back. 


Hundreds of Laborers Died. 


Three races, Russians, Austrlans 


and Mongols, helped build the line. 
Hundreds, if not thousands, died from 
cold, hunger and disease, but now the 
line is through to stay, and Its three 
tracks are taking every day 200 car- 
loads from the mountains of supplies 
that hare accumulated -while the road 
was in the process of construction. 


First, Russians were emoloyed aa 


railroad builders. They had 11* e easiest 
part of the line to build, before it 
reached the tundras Then they vrere 
all called away to the front and Aus- 
trian prisoneis were sent to take their 
places. 


The prisoners were guarded by regi- 


ments of half wild Tartars and Mon 
gols. Neither the Austrians nor their 
guards knew anything about railroad 
building, and there -were so few ex- 
perts m the region that It TV as impos 
sible for them to oversee the work 
properly. The Austrians laid the ties 
on ice aad frozen ground; and one 
construction train got through to Kola 
bar. Then a thaw came aad the train 
could not get back. There was no 
track. 
Great stretches of rails had 


disappeared. 


American Methods Won. 


The A-nstnans were set to •work 


again, better supervised this time, and 
they had at ieist a semblance of road 
bed when the rails met south of Kola 
But the ballast had been laid again 
by torchlight, and when a thaw came 
much of it slumped beneath the tracks 
After that the Russnns took a leaf 
from the history of the great Ameri- 
can transcontinental railroads 
They 


herded the Austrians 
back to the 


prison cnmps and brought across\the 
Trans Siberian rail ad thousands Qf 
Chinese coolies and Mongols to take 
their places
